dined with the Dake of Holſtein the Governour thereof, after 

Dinner he went to view the Fortihcations of the place, and e- 

ſpecially the new Work raiſed before the Bridge : chere having. 

| found all i good condition, and the Army he brought with: him 
being vigorous ſt] , notwithſtanding thei hardihips already 
undergone, he immediately after fore Conſultation, difpatched 
ſeveral Scouting Partics, for to cut oft all intelligence from the - 
Swedes of his Arrival, Which was not only ſucceſsfully per- 
formed, but one of thoſe Partics had the good luck withal to 
diſcover 2 dangerous Treachery, by ſeizing a certain B-re.coming 
for Magdeburgh z and und. r{tanding by him, that he had ſome 
Swediſh Leiters, which he ſhould have deliver:d: to the Com- 
mander Magdeburg, Col. Smiat, and the Wall-Maſtzr of the 
ſaid City, { which Letters, upon the dilcovery of the Brauden-. 
burgh Troops, be had thrown away.) This Elfow bzirg brought 
to the Town , the two ſpecified perſons were Cotwith {eiz. d 
and ſecured, All paffages being thus beſet, and his Elc&oral 
Highnels well informed by the Country: eople of the {irergth 
cf the Swedes in moſt parts, and how their Guards were con- 
ditioncd, he made choice out of his whole Army of twelve of 
bis beſt Regiments of Horſe , one Regiment of Dragoons, and 
one Foot-Regiment, whom, for Expeditions (ilke, he ciul..d to 
ride along in forty Waggons : with theſe ard the chick Gene- 
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chat on the fourteenth they were at Gentin. The Swedes,doubt-

not orcce that his Eleoral Highneſs could approach before him ; 
which made them carcle(s ardfiolick the while, until at once 
frem all paris they were rouzcd by the Alarms whilſt his Eletc- 
ra] Highneſs, the night between the fourteenth and fifteenth of 
7 une, oxdercd Colonel la Roach witha ſmall Party towards Bray- 
denburgh, where he ſurprized and forced the Corps de Guards of 
the Suburbs, and brought away thence Two hundred Artillery- 


| hotſe, and ſhot One hundred dead, killing all their Officers, much 


thereby incommodating the Enemy's removing of their Ord- 
nanc?, which time would not give leave to the Braudenburghers 
to make uſeleſs by nayling.

This Butchery coald not well be avoyded, through the fury 
of them that took it 3 though withal it. may well be believed, 
that the moft unchriſtian and unheard of Proceedings of the 
Swedes in theſe his Electoral Highneſs's Countries, made - the 
Revenge of both the Souldiers and the Inhabitants ſweet , ta- 
king all Compaſſion frcm them : It being more than ſure, that 
the Swediſh Army under the FicJd-Marſhal PPrangel, hath for 
theſe fix Months, whilſt his Electoral Highnels was abſent, con- 
tinued in theſe Countries of his. | 

To ſay nothing now of the bitterneſs of their Enmity , and 
their more than Turkith Cruelty z for where-ever this Swediſh 
Army hath bcen, without regard to Gentry or others, they left 
neither Doors nor Windows, neither Steves nor Ovens; the very 
Fruit-trees, fo few, could not be ſpared 3 the Subjeds Horſes 
and Cattel were ſhot dead without any cauſe : So inveterate a 
rancor they ſhewed, and ſo ſetled a deſign to ruine his EleQtoral 
Highneſs utterly. Belides their other exceſſive violences practi- 
ced in many places, as the hanging of women by the hair 4 the 
driving of great Nails in and through their Breaſis 3 alle the 
hanging up men by their Privities:the cutting openof other mens: 
foot-ſoles 3 The horrid  abaf: of young Women and Virgins 3 
The prophaning, plundering, and robbing of Churches, defiling 
of Altars, &'c. And the like daily inhumane PraQiccs of theus, 
ſhew too plainly, That there is not the leaſt Chriſtian Love left 
among them 3 and that it is no. wonder, if their unchriſftian and 
Tartarian courſes ſhould likewiſe ſoratimes meet with, or ra- 
ther be jufily puniſht by unmcreitfulne(s. 

His EleQoral Highneſs, who all along was perſonally pre-

Now when moſt of the Swediſh Army, which flood in and 
about Braxdenburgh, and Licutenant-Gencral Yrangel in\ Bran- 
denburgh , ( they being cut oft from the Ficld-Marſh1l, \who 
was in Havilberg , with Fifieen bundred Horſe and a Noriſh 
Foot-Regiment) heard of the arrival of his El.Ctoral Highnels,
